No, 556. — Aji examination for admission to the Joint 
Services Wing of the National Defence Academy for the 
Course commencing in. January 1951 will be held by the 
Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad, Bombay, 
Calcutta, Delhi, Madras and Nagour some time iu July 
1950. 

2. At the Joint Services Wing, cadets of all the three 
Services will receive combined training lot a period extend- 
ing over two years. The training will consist of two parts; 
2/8rrls being of an academic nature consisting of subjects 
like English, History and World outline. Mathematics, 
Science, Geography, Modern languages, Workshop prac- 
tice, Civics and Economics and Current Affaiis, and 1/Brd, 
Service training which will include subjects like P.T. 
Drill, Weapon training, Elementary Fieldcraft. Organisa- 
tion and administration of the three Services, Internal 
combustion engines, Driving and maintenance theory. 
Map reading and Navigation, Equitation, Radio telephony 
and Man-management. All cadets whilst under training 
will be required to take part in games and recreational 
training every day. 

3. Admission to the .Joint Services Wing of the National 
Defence Academy will be made through au examination to 
be conducted by the Union Public Seiviee Commission 
followed by an interview by a Services Selection Board. 

4. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered 
for entry into the Academy as a result of this examination 


will be as follows: —

Candidates should indicate in the a] 'plication form their 
order of preference it they wish to compete for more than 
one service. Due consideration will be given to the pre- 
ferences expressed by a candidate at the time of his appli- 
cation, but the Government of India reserve power to 
assign him to am- service or branch of seiviee taking into 
consideration the vacancies available in each service 
branch and the aptitude of the cadet displayed whilst under 
training. 

5. Candidates for admission to this examination must have 
been born not earlier than the 2nd January 1934 and not 
later than 1st January 1936. The age limits can iu no case 
be relaxed. 

6. Candidates must be unmarried males and either — 

(a) ^Citizens of the Union ot India by birth or Ivy domi- 
cile, or 

' (b) Gurkha subjects of Nepal, or 


may be issued by the Government of India. 

Note (i). Persons who were domiciled in Pakistan areas but 
who migrated to .India before tlie 30th September, 1948, and have 
permanently settled down in India, will lie treated us persons of 
Indian domicile. 

INote (u ; . — Candidates in this category will not be admitted to 
the Academy until the declaration of eligibility- has been issued in 
I heir fav our. 

7. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects. A 
number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical grounds. Candidates are, therefore, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined 
before .submitting their applications, to avoid rejection at 
the final stage. The development, of the candidate should 
be such that by the time lie attains the age of 17, he will 
reach the standards of medical fitness shown in Appendix 

Sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by Services Selection Board will he medically examined by 
a Board of Service Doctors. No candidate not passed as 
ht by the Medical Board will be admitted to the Academy. 
The mere fact that the medical examination has been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean 
or imply that the candidate has been finally selected. 

8. Candidates must undertake not to many until they 
complete their full training at the Joint Service Wing and 
later on at the parent Service Establishment. A candi- 
date who marries subsequent to the date of his applica- 
tion. though successful at the ensuing or any subsequent 
examination, will not he selected for training and a candi- 
date who marries while under training shall be discharged 
and will he liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him 
by the Government. Commissioned Officers are not eli- 
gible For married accommodation: — 

j.i) Indian Navy.- — -Until they are promoted to the 
rank of Lieut. 

(h) Army. — Until they attain the age of 25 years, and 
will be required to live in a mess. 

(c; l.A.F . — Until they complete three years’ minimum 
•service or until they attain the age of 25 years, 
whichever is earlier. 

9. < andidates must have passed — 

(a) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised 

Indian University, or 

(b) an examination accepted by any such University 

as equivalent to a Matriculation Examination for 
the purpose, of admission to a university course, 
or 

(c) an examination held by a State Education Board 
at the end of the Secondary School Course for the 
award of a School Leaving, Secondary School, High 
School or any other Certificate which is accepted 
by the Government of that State as equivalent to 
Matriculation Certificate for entry into its services. 
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(d) the Cambridge School Certificate Examination, or 

(e) any other examination which may be recognised 
by the Union Public Service Commission as 
equivalent to the above; or must possess one of 
the following certificates: — 

(f) the Indian Army Special Certificate of Education ; 

(g) the certificate issued by the Inter-Provincial Board 
for Anglo-Indian and European Education to 9th 
standard students who joined the Forces during 
the World War II; 

(h) the Higher Educational Test of the Royal Indian 
Navy ; 

(i) the Higher Secondary Technical Examination 

Certificate of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(j) the 10th Class certificate from a Higher Secondary 

School in Delhi /Simla; 

(k) Junior examination of the Jamia Millia Islainia, 
Delhi, in the case of bona fide resident students 
of the Jamia only; 

(l) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(m) the Indian Air Force Educational Test for re- 
classification to Leading Aircraftsman; 

(n) the Anglo Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 

(Burma) with eligibility for University course; 

(o) the Burma High .School Final Examination Certi- 
ficate with eligibility for University course; 

(p) European High School Examination held by the 
Provincial Governments; 

(q) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(r) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the 

Government of Nepal; 

(s) I.M.N.T.S. ‘'Dufferin” Pinal passing out certi- 

ficate;

Note (i). — In the case of candidates from the PWRIM College, 
which prepares candidates for an examination other than the Matri- 
culation, a certificate from the Principal to the efiect that they 
have reached a 'Matriculation Pans' standard of education will 
he accepted. 

Not® (ii). — Candidates who have appeared or intend to appear 
at any of the above examinations may also apply for admission to 
this examination. The applications of such candidates will be 
accepted provisionally and the successful ones at this examination 
will bo required to furnish proof of their having passed that exami- 
nation as soon as possible and in any case before they join the 
National Defence Academy. 

Noth (iii). — Students of Publio Schools or of schools which 
prepare students specially for Cambridge School Certificate Exami- 
nation who are due to appear at Cambridge School Certificate 
Examination to be held in December, 1950 are also eligible to 
apply for this examination provided they can submit a certificate 
from the Headmaster /Principal of the School that they are due 
to appear at the Cambridge Sohool Certificate Examination in 
December 11150 and that they have attained the Matriculation 
standard of education. 

10. A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that ho is suit- 
able in all respects for admission to the Academy. 

11. The deoision of the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall 
ae final. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commission, 

18. Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his rela- 
tives/friends to enlist support for his application will dis- 
qualify him for admission. 

14, The maximum number of candidates to be admitted 
to the examination may in the discretion of the Govern- 
ment of India, be limited to such number as the Govern- 
ment of India may decide. If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that limit, the Union Public 
Service Commission shall select from among the appli- 
aants those who shall be admitted to the examination and 
shall have regard in so doing to the suitability of the 
applicants for admission to the Academy.; 
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15. The examinaton will include the following subjects 
and the maximum number of marks obtainable for each 
subject iB as follows:—

In order to qualify in the written examination, candi- 
dates must obtain 40 per cent, of the aggregate marks with 
83 1/8 per cent, in each subject. 

The Union Public Service Commission may, after con- 
sidering the results of the written examination lower the 
percentages of qualifying marks if they consider it neces- 
sary to do so. 

16. From the marks assigned to candidates in each sub- 
ject such deduction will be made as the Union Public 
Service Commission may consider necessary in order to 
secure that no credit is allowed for merely superficial know- 
ledge. 

17. Deductions for handwriting which is difficult to read 
will be made upto 20 per cent, of the maximum marks 
for the written subjects. In English, and in every other 
subject, deductions for bad English spelling will be made 
upto 10 per cent, of the maximum marks. 

18. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates in order of their merit as disclosed by 
the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at the 
written examination. The candidates who obtain qualifying 
marks at the written examination shall appear before a 
Services Selection Board. Candidates to be finally selected 
should secure the minimum qualifying marks both at the 
writteu examination and the Services Selection Board inter- 
view. Subject to this condition, they will then be placed 
in the order of merit on the basis of total marks secured. 
The final selection for admission to the Academy will be 
mad© in the order of merit doponding on the number of 
vacancies for each Course. 

Candidates will, appear before the Services Selsction 
Boards, and undergo the tests thereat, at their own risk 
and will not be entitled to claim any compensation or other 
relief from Government in respect of any injury which 
they may sustain in the course of or as a result of any of 
the tests given to them at a Services Selection Board, 
whether due to the negligence of any person or otherwise. 
Parents or guardians of the candidates will be required to 
sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended to 
this notification. Candidates when called up for interview 
by a Services Selection Board or for subsequent training 
will be eligible for TA and DA in accordance with the rules 
then in force, Candidates who have previously been before 
a Services Selection Board for the same type of Commis- 
sion are not entitled to TA and DA on subsequent 
occasions, 

19. Candidates finally selected will Undergo a two years’ 
course at the Joint Services Wing of the National Defence 
Academy. The successful candidates after the first two 
years’ training will undergo further specialised training ill 
the branch of service for which they may be selected. The 
cadets for the Army receive their advanced training at the 
Military Wing of the Academy itself, while those for the 
R.I.N. proceed to Naval Training Ships/Estabhshmonts 
and those for the Air Forces are sent to the Air Force 
Academy. While at the National Defenco Academy, cadets 
will be subject to the discipline of the service for which 
they are selected. 

20. Before the candidate joins the Academy, the parent 
or guardian will be required to sign : 

(a) a certificate to the effect that he fully understands 
that he or his son/ ward shall not be entitled to 
claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in respect of any injury which his 
son /ward may Sustain in the course of or as 
a result of the training to be undergone by him 
at the Aoademy, whether due to the negligence 
of arly person dr otherwise, 
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(b) a bond to the effect that, if for any reasons con- 
sidered within the control of the candidate, he 
wishes to withdraw before the completion of the 
course, or fails to accept a commission if offered, 
he will be liable to refund the whole or such por- 
tion of the cost of tuition, food, clothing and pay 
and allowances received, as may be deoidod upon 
by Government, 

(o) *a declaration by parents or guardians of candi- 
dates selected for the E.I.N. only that they are 
in a position and will be prepared to discharge the 
financial obligations attaching to the candidate’s 
further training if this is done in the XI. K. on com- 
pletion of the preliminary training at the Joint 
Services Wing of the National Defence Academy. 

•Note. — By the time those cadets pass oat of the Joint Services 
Wing, it is anticipated that facilities for further Naval training 
would he available in India. If, however, such facilities he net 
available by then, Naval cadets may be sent to the lit . for 
further training. During the cadets training in the [J.K., parents 
or guardians will bo required to meet their private and vaoation 
expenses, ranging from £125 to £140 approximately. 

21. The cost of training including accommodation, boohs, 
uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne 
by the Government. Parents or guardians of oadets will, 
however, be required to meet their pocket and other pri- 
vate expenses. Normally these expenses are not likely 
to exceed Es. 30/- p.m, Where cadets’ parents or guard- 
ians aro unable to meet wholly or partly even this expen- 
diture, financial assistance upto Es. 30/- p.m. may be 
granted by the Government. No cadet whoso parent or 
guardian has an income of Es. 300/- p.m. or above, 
would be eligible for the grant of the financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of securing financial assistance 
should, immediately ufter his final selection, submit an 
application through the District Magistrate of his District, 
who will, with his recommendation forward the applica- 
tion to the Ministry of Defence, Government of India.

FILLING UP AND SUBMISSION OF APPLICA- 
TIONS FOB THE EXAMINATION FOB ENTRY 
INTO THE JOINT SERVICES WING OF THE 
NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY AT DEHBA 
DUN. , 

(1) A copy of the Notice, Notification, etc., for the 
Examination is sent herewith. (The fact that these 
papers are being supplied to a candidate is no evidence 
of his eligibility for admission to the examination. Candi- 
dates 1 2 3 4 should consult them to see if they are eligible before 
filling up the application form or paying the prescribed fee. 
The Conditions prescribed cannot be relaxed). 

(2) The enclosed application form must bo filled up in 
the Candidate’s own handwriting. All columns must be 
completed and all answers must be given in words and not 
by dashes or dots. 

The application form should he submitted direct to the 
Secretary, Union Public Service Commission, Parliament 
House, (Post Box No. 186), New Delhi. A service candi- 
date must submit his application through his Commanding 
Officer, who will, if he considers the candidate eligible, 
forward it to the Union Public Service Commission with 
his recommendation ( vide Section ‘B’ of the application 
form). Applications of eligible candidates will not be with- 
held even if the candidates are not recommended. I.N. 
boys and artificer apprentices under training will apply for 
entry into the Indian Navy only. 

Candidates from the Prince of Wales’ Royal Indian 
Military Oallege, Dehra Dun and K.G.R.T.M. Colleges, 
should submit their applications through the Principal of 
the College. 

(3) Applications should be sent by registered post when 
they cannot be presented in person. Tf a candidate fails 
to register his application, he does so at his own risk, If 
he dpsires an acknowledgement, ho should send his appli- 
cation ‘Registered Acknowledgement Due’, 

(4) Tf before or after the examination it is found that 
a candidate has knowingly furnished any particulars 


which are false, or has suppressed material information, 
he will be disqualified, and, if already admitted to the 
Academy, removed. 

(5) The candidate must send the following documents 
with his application: — 

(i) A treasury receipt or crossed Indian postal orders 

payable to the Secretary Union Public Sorvice 
Commission for Bs. 37-8-0 (Bs. 9-6-0 in the case 
of candidates belonging to the scheduled castes 
or tribal and aboriginal communities), (Poes in 
cash or by cheque are not acceptable.) 

(ii) A certificate of age, 

(iii) A certificate of educational qualification in origi- 
nal. 

(iv) Declaration mentioned in para. 18 of the Notifi- 
cation. 

Details of the required documents are given below: — 

Candidates are warned that if the application is incom- 
pletely or wrongly filled up or is not accompanied by the 
documents mentioned in items (ii) to (iv) above or by a 
reasonable explanation for the absence of such documents 
it will be summarily rejected and that no appeal against 
its rejection will bo entertained. 

Candidates aro horeby further warned that they must 
submit the documents whioh they have not sent with their 
applications, and for the absence of which they have given 
explanation in their applications, soon after the submis- 
sion of the applications. In any case they must be sent 
so as to reach the Commission’s office one month before 
the date of commencement of the examination : otherwise 
their candidature for the examination will be cancelled. 

(i) A treasury receipt or crossed Indian Postal Orders 
for Es. 37-8-0 (Bs. 9-6-0 in the case of candidates belong- 
ing to the scheduled castes or tribal and aboriginal commu- 
nities). The amount may be deposited in the nearest 
Government Treasury, or in a branch of the Imperial Bank 
of India or in a Treasury authorised to transact 
business on behalf of the Government. (Amount deposit- 
ed at Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, or Madras should be 
deposited in the Besorve Bank of India instead of in the 
Imperial Bank of India). The Treasury or Bank should 
be asked to credit it to Government under the account 
head VXXjX'VT Miscellaneous Departments — Examination 
Fees— Beceipts of the Union Public Sorvice Commission.”

— Cash or cheques will not he accepted bv the Union 
Public Service Commission. All postal orders should be crossed 
and made payable to the Secretary. Union Public Sorvice Commis- 
sion at New Delhi Post Office and in no case Postal Orders of 
any other post office will be accepted. 

Note 3. — An application not accompanied bv a Treasury Receipt 
or crossed Indian Postal Orders for Rs. 37-8-0 (Rs. 9-6-0 In the case 
of candidates belonging to the scheduled castes or tribal and 
aboriginal communities) will be summarily rejected and no expla- 
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nation foi inability to send the Treasury Receipt or I'rosseil imiia.tr 
Postal Orders with the application will be considered. This does 
not apply to displaced persons seeking remission of the fee (i-u/t 
para. 12 below) and to boys of the K.G Tt.I.M. Colleges. 

(ii) Certificate of age (see paragraph 5 of the Notifica- 
tion). 

(a) The only proof of age ordinarily accepted by tile 
( omniission is tile age or date of birth entoed in the 
Matriculation certificate or one of the other certificates 
listed in paragraph 9 of the Notification. This certificate 
must be sent with the application in original. If a Matri- 
culation or equivalent Certificate does not give the exact 
date of birth the candidate must send in addition to the 
Matriculation or equivalent certificate, a certificate (in 
original) from the Headmaster of the High School which 
he first attended showing the date of his birth or his exact 
age as recorded at the time of his admission to the school. 
An Anglo-Indian or an Indian Christian may send his 
original Baptismal or Birth Registration Certificate instead 
of the Headmaster’s certificate. 

A candidate who Tins passed the Matriculation or equi- 
valent examination as a private student must submit, in 
addition to the Matriculation or equivalent- certificate, a 
certificate from the Headmaster of the school which he 
first attended showing the date of his b : rth or his exact 
age as recorded in the school admission register. If no 
school was ever attended, a certified extract from the 
Municipal Birth Register relating to himself or some other 
convincing proof in support of the age stated in the Matri- 
culation Certificate should be submitted. The application 
of a private student who can produce no satisfactory 
evidence in support of the age stated in his Matriculation 
or equivalent certificate mav he rejected. If the Matricu- 
lation Certificate has not been issued to a candidate, he 
should submit along with his application an age certificate 
from the Headmaster of the School from where he appear- 
ed in the Matriculation Examination. Such a candidate 
will he required to submit his original Matriculation Certifi- 
cate before lie is admitted to the National Defence Aca- 
demy. He will be disqualified if latei on it. is found that 
the date of birth claimed bv him in the application differs 
from that entered in his Matriculation Certificate unless 
the discrepancy is explained to the satisfaction of the 
Union Public Service Commission. 

Note 1. — A transfer certificate from a school or college will not 
'•e ate -pted as evidence of age. 

Noth 2. — The age and nationality certificate, issued by some 
State authorities, is not required. 

Note 3 — Refugee candidates, who hare lost then- original Mat-id - 
eolation Certificates in P'lkishm should obtain duplicate certificate 
from I'm versify concerned I ? they are unable to obtain the 
dunlicate Matriculation (’"itifirate from the l -un'et-sil y, i bee should 
submit an extract From the University Gazette in which their 
results were published showing their date of birth and certified hy 
the Renstrar or tile Headmaster. 

Note 4. — Ordin-'i-ilv the Commission do not accept- a date of 
birth other than that proved or supported bv the Mfulricnlation 
('eiiificiUe. If thev do so they require not only convincing proof 

'lie date claimed hut also a satisfactory explanation of (he 
incorrect entry in the Matriculation ( V-tifu af'c When once a date 
of birth has been claimed and accepted bv the Commission tor 
the purpose of admission to an examination no change will he 
allowed at a subsequent examination. Candidates who wish to 
challenge the entry of their age in a Matriculation Certificate 
must do so at the first opportunity In such cases a candidate 
must send direct, to the Union Public Sen \ ice Commission all the 
evidence on which lie bases his claim as soon as he has submitted 
his application. 

(b) Candidates from the Prince of Wales’ Royal Indian 
Military College, Debra Dun or K.G.R. l.M. Colleges 
must submit a certificate of age from the Principal of the 
College and no other certificate as evidence of age will be 
required.

Boards, and undergo the tests thereat, at their own risk 
and will not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
other relief from Government in respect of any injury 
which they may sustain in the course of or rb a result of 
any of tho tests given to them at a Services Selection 
Board, whether due to the: negligence of any person or 
otherwise. Candidates will be required to sign a certificate 
to this effect on the form appended to the application. 

17. Candidates finally selected for the Army will 
undergo a course of training upto 2 years at the Military 
Wing of the National Defence Academy. Civilian candi- 
dates will he enrolled under tho Indian Army Act as 
'gentlemen cadets'. Gentlemen cadets will be dealt with 
for ordinary disciplinary purposes under tho rules and 
regulations of the Academy. 

18. Candidates finally selected for the I.A.F. will bo 
admitted to the I .A.F. Training Establishments and 
undergo training for a period of 18 months. 

19. Commissions will be granted only on successful 
completion of training. The date of commission will he 
that following the date of successful completion of train- 
ing. Commissions in the Army will he permanent. lii 
the case of I.A.F. 70 per cent, of cadets successfully 
completing flying training will be granted permanent com- 
missions. The remainder will 1 be granted short service 
commies ions. 

20. While the cost of training including accommoda- 
tion, books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment 
will be borne by Government, candidates will be expected 
to meet their pocket expenses themselves, The minimum 
expenses at tho Academy are NOT likely to exceed Its. 30 
in the case of Air Force cadets and Rs, 40 p.m. in the 
case of Army cadets. Where cadets’ parents oi 
guardians arc unable to moot- wholly or partly, even this 
expenditure, financial assistance may bo granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has ex 
income of Its. 300 p.m. or above would be eligible foi 
the grant of financial assistance. A candidate desirous 
of having any finaueial assistance should immediately 
after being finally selected for training at the Academy, 
submit an application through the District Magistrate oi 
his District who will with his recommendation forward 
the application to the Ministry of Defence, Govemmeni 
of India. 

21. Candidates when called up for interview by a Ser 
vices Selection Board or for subsequent training will hi 
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pligible for T.A. awl D.A. in accordance with tile rules 
then in force. Candidates who have previously been be- 
iore n Services Selection Board for the same type of Com- 
mission ai'e not entitled to T.A. and D.A. on subsequent 
occasions. 

22. "Pay and allowances, pension, leave and* ether con- 
ditions ot service after the grant of commission, will be 
identical with those applicable from time to time to 
regular officers of the service in which they are commis- 
sioned. 

"33. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign 
whilst under training. A civilian candidate who is not 
considered suitable to complete the full course of training 
may with the permission of Army Headquarters or Air 
Headquai ters. as the ease may be, he discharged. An 
Army candidate under these circumstances will be reverted 
to his Regiment or Corps. 

24. A;i *oul fit allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the time for each cadet 
belonging to the Military Wing will he placed at the dis- 
posal of the Commandant of the Training Institution. The 
unext, ended portion of this allowance will be: — 

(i) howled over to the cadet on his being granted a 

commission : or 

(ii) if be is not granted a commission, refunded to 
the state. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall be- 
come the personal property of the cadet. Rueh articles 
will, howevec he withdrawn from a cadet who resigns 
whilst under training or who is removed or withdrawn 
prior to commissioning. The articles withdrawn will be 
disposed of to the best advantage of the state. 

Air Force cadets will be issued with a complete scale of 
kit oil entry. This kit will be treated as public property 
and will be withdrawn when a cadet is either commis- 
sioned or not otherwise retained in the service.

(The fact that these 
papers are being supplied to a candidate is no evidence of 
liis eligibility for admission to the examination. Candi- 
dates should consutl them to see if they are eligible before 
filling up the application form or paying the prescribed fee. 
The conditions prescribed cannot be relaxed). 

(2) The enclosed application form must be filled up in 
the candidate’s own handwriting and all answers must be 
given in words and NOT by dashes or dots. 

The application form should be submitted direct to the 
Secretary, Union Public Service Commission, Parliament 
House (Post Box No. 186), New Delhi. A service candi- 
date must submit his application through his Commanding 
Officer, who will,, if he considers the candidate eligible, 
forward it to the Union Public Service Commission with 
his recommendation ( vide Section B of the application 
form). Applications of eligible candidates will not be 
withheld even if the candidates are not recommended. 
( ,ulets of the Prince of Wales’s Royal Indian Military 
College, Dehra Dun and KGRIM Colleges should submit 
their applications through the Principal of the College. 

(3) Applications should be sent by registered post when 
they cannot be presented in person. If a candidate fails 
to register his application, he does so at his own risk. If 
he desires an acknowledgment, he should send his appli- 
caFon “Registered Acknowledgment Due”. 

f-tl If before or afler the examination it is found that a 
candidate has knowingly furnished any particulars which 
are false, or rias suppressed material information, he will 
be disqualified, and, if already admitted to the service re- 
moved, 


(5) The candidate must send the following documents 
with his application: — 

(i) A treasury receipt or crossed Indian postal orders 

payable to Secy., Union P.S.C. for Rs. 87/8/- 
(Rs. 9/6/- in the case of candidates belonging to 
tlni scheduled castes or tribal and aboriginal com- 
munities). (Fees in cash or by cheque are not 
acceptable). 

(ii) A certificate of age.

Details oE the required documents are given below: — 

Candidates are warned that if the application is incom- 
pletely or wrongly filled up or is not accompanied by the 
documents mentioned in items (ii) and (iii) above or by a 
reasonable explanation for the absence of such documents 
it will be summarily rejected and that no appeal against 
its rejection will be entertained. Candidates are hereby 
further warned that they must submit the documents 
which thev have not submitted with their applications and 
for the absence of which they have given explanation in 
their applications, soon after the submission of the appli- 
cations.

mission to the school. An Anglo-Indian, or an Indian 
Christian may send his original Baptismal or Birth 
Registration Certificate instead of the Headmaster's 
certificate. 

A. candidate who has passed the Matriculation or equi- 
valent examination as a private student must submit, in 
addition to the Matriculation or equivalent certificate, a 
certificate from the Headmaster of the school which he 
first attended showing the date of his hiith or his exact age 
as recorded in the school admission register. If no school 
was ever attended, a certified extract from the Municipal 
Birth register relating to himself or some, other convincing 
proof in sunport of the age stated in the Marticulation cer- 
tificate should be submitted. The application of a private 
student who can produce no satisfactory evidence in sup- 
port of the age stated in his Matriculation or equivalent 
certificate may be rejected. 

If the 1 Matriculation certificate has not been issued to a 
candidate, he should submit along with his application an 
age certificate from the Headmaster of the School from 
where he appeared in the Matriculation Examination. 
Such a candidate will he required to submit his original 
Matriculation certificate before he is admitted to the 
National Defence Academy. He will he disqualified if 
later on it is found that the date of birth claimed by him 
in the application differs from that entered in his Matri- 
culation Certificate unless the discrepancy is explained to 
the satisfaction of the Union Public Service Com- 
mission. 

Note 1. — A transfer certificate from a school or college will not 
be accepted as evidence of age. 

Note 2. — The age and nationality certificate, issued by soma 
provincial authorities, is not required. 

Note 3. — Displaced persons who have lost their original Matri- 
culation Certificates in Pakistan, should obtain duplicate certificates 
from the University concerned. If they are unable to obtain 
the duplicate Matriculation Certificate from the University, they 
should submit an extract from the University Gazette in which 
their results were published showing their date of birth and certified 
by the Registrar or the Headmaster. 

Note 4. — Ordinarily the Commission do not accept a date of 
birth other than that proved or supported by the Matriculation 
Certificate. If they do so they require not only convincing prooE 
of the date claimed but also a satisfactory explanation of the 
incorrect entry in the Matriculation Certificate. When once a date, 
of birth has been claimed and accepted by the Commission for the 
purpose of admission to an examination, no change will be allowed 
at a subsequent examination. Candidates who wish to challenge 
the entry of their age in a Matriculation Certificate must do so at 
the first, opportunity. In such cases, a candidate must send direct, 
to the Union Public Service Commission all the evidence on which 
he bases his claim as soon as he has submitted his application. 

(b) Cadets of the P’ince of Wales’s Royal Indian Mili- 
tary College, Dehra Dun or K.G.R.I.M. College must 
submit a certificate of age from the Principal of the 
College and no other certificate as evidence of age will he 
requited. 

(iii) Certificate of educational qualifications. (See para- 
graph 9 of the Notification ). — A certificate or diploma in 
original showing that the candidate has one of the qualifi- 
cations prescribed for the examination. The certificate 
submitted must be one issued by the authority ( i.e . Uni- 
versity or other examining body) awarding the particular 
qualification. If snch a certificate or diploma, is not sub- 
mitted the candidate must explain its absence, and sub- 
mit such other evidence (in original) as he can to support 
his claim to the requisite qualifications. The Commission 
will consider this evidence on its merits but do not bind 
themselves to accept it as sufficient. 

Note. — Candidates who have appeared or intend to appear at 
an examination the passing of which would render them eligible 
to appear at, the examination hut have not been informed of the 


result, may apply for admission to the examination. Their applica- 
tions will be accepted provisionally and they will be required m 
furnish proof of having passed the examination as soon as possible 
and in any ease not later than the dales oE the commencement of 
this course. 

(6) Candidates may be required at the interview by the 
Services Selection Board to produce the original of any 
documents of which copies have been submitted in con- 
nection with question 18 of the application form. 

(7) Copies of the certificates mentioned in paragraph 5 
(ii) and (iii) above should also be submitted along with the 
originals. If the candidate has already submitted any of 
these certificates in connection with another examination 
conducted bv the Union Public Service Commission and 
if it lias not yet been returned to him, he should mention 
the fact when submitting his application, and if possible, 
enclose a copy of the certificate. If the certificate is not 
with the Commission, it should be sent with the applica- 
tion whether the candidate appeared at a previous exami- 
nation conducted by the Commission or not. If any cer- 
tificate cannot be submitted with the application, reason- 
able explanation of its absence must be given. 

Candidates are advised to keep attested copies of their 
m iginal certificates with them before submitting them to 
the Union Public Service Commission, as the Commis- 
sion cannot undertake to return the original certificates 
until orders are passed on their applications, no ■ can they 
undertake to supply attested copies to candidates.

(10) Every candidate for admission to the examination 
will be informed at the earliest possible date of the result 
of his application . It is not possible for the Union Pub- 
lic Service Commission, however, to say when that result 
will be communicated.

Account will be taken of arrange- 
ment, subject matter, gpneral expression and command of English. 

GENERAL KNOWLEDGE AND CURRENT AF- 
FAIRS. — Questions will be set on the general geography 
of the world with particular reference to India. Indian 
History, everyday science and current affairs. 

MATHEMATICS I 

Arithmetic . — Candidates should be familiar with the 
British Metric and Indian systems of weights and measures 
and with the monetary systems of pounds, shillings and 
pence; rupees, annas and pies. 

Unitary method; vulgar and decimal fractions and the 
extraction of square roots ; proportion and proportional 

tin support of this the candidates will be required to produce 
a certificate signed by a medical officer. 
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ports, calculation of averages, percentage, simple and 
compound interest; profit and loss; stocks and shares. 
Elementary mensuration ; candidates will bo required to 
know simple formulas for determining volumes and areas 
associated with the rectangular block, the circular cylinder, 
and the sphere. 

Candidates may be required to give results to a specified 
degree of approximation, but the use of contracted methods 
of multiplication and division is not essential ; the use of 
logarithms will be allowed unless forbidden in certain 
questions. 


MATHEMATICS II 

Algebra . — Elementary algebraic operations, formulae 
expressing arithmetical generalisation change of subject 
of a formula; factors, fractions. The use of fractional 
and negative, indices uud the elementary theory of 
logarithms. Solution of linear equations involving not 
more than two unknowns and quadratic equations 
involving only one unknown; the solution of simultaneous 
equations, one linear and one quadratic, involving two 
unknowns; and simple problems leading to such equations. 
The use of the remainder theorem: ratio and proportion; 
variation. Graphs and their simple applications. 

Note.— I n all calculations students will be permitted to use 
logarithmic tables. 

Geometry . — The paper in Geometry will contain 
questions on Practical and Theoretical Geometry. 

The questions on Practical Geometry will be set on the 
constructions contained in Schedule A. together with easy 
extensions of them. Tn cases where the validity of a 
construction is not obvious, the reasoning by which it is 
justified may be required. Every candidate must provide 
himself with a. rider graduated in inches and tenths of an 
inch, and in centimetres and millimetres, a set square, a 
protractor, compasses, and a fairly hard pencil. All 
figures must be drawn accurately and distinctly. Questions 
may l>e set in which the use of the set square or of the 
protractor is forbidden. 

The questions on Theoretical Geometry will consist of 
theorems contained in Schedule B, together with questions 
upon these theorems, easy deductions from them, and 
arithmetical illustrations. Any proof of a proposition will 
lie accepted which appears to’ the examiners to form part 
of a systematic treatment of the subject; the order in 
which the theorems are stated in Schedule B is not 
imposed as a sequence of their treatment. In the proof 
of theorems and deductions from them, the use of hypo- 
thetical constructions will be permitted. 

Questions will set on Schedules A(i), A(ii), A(iii) 
and B (i), B (ii), B (iii). The use of algebraical symbols 
and (in the solution of riders) of trigonometrical ratios is 
permitted.

Proportion; Bimilur Triangles

The internal biseclo” of an angle of a triangle divides 
the opposite side internally in the ratio of the sides con- 
taining the angle, and likewise the external bisector 
externally. 

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal to 
the ratio of the squares on corresponding sides.
